MOSCOW, April 3.—Death sen- 
tences written in the firm hand of 
a woman, Judge Vera Kireieva, 
were carried out today .against 
three robbers—bringing to a total 
of 27 those to pay with their lives 
here and at Leningrad since an 
anti-crime drive started two weeks 
ago.

The $3,600,000 bond issue for un- 
employment relief was approved at 
yesterday's election by a vote of 
nearly six to one. There were 114,- 
104 favorable votes and only 20,761 
opposed. 

A favorable majority of two- 
thirds of those voting was required 
to authorize issuance of the bonds. 
The proposal received 24,194 votes 
more than were needed to meet 
that requirement in a total vote of 
134,865. 

Approval of the bond issue will

Eugene Thibault, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Bath Iron Works, iden- 
tified MacGrath as a “friend” of 
James Roosevelt.

Dr. Adolph Merz Joins Wid-

A $300,000 trust estate left by 
Julius M. Merz, 65-year-old manu- 
facturer, was executed by him “in 
a race with death” to deprive his 
wife of her full rights in his $400.-

Julius Merz, who died Dec. 12 
last, was president of the Winter- 
Langeneckert Folding Box Co. and 
lived at 3125 Hawthorne boulevard. 
Mrs. Merz, more than 20 years his 
junior, was a deputy clerk in the 
assignment division of the Circuit 
Court when she and Mr. Merz, a 
wi’ower, were married in January, 
1933. 

The suit of Adolph Merz, filed by 
his lawyer, Frank Coffman, with 
officers in the Arcade Building, wais 
in the form of an answer to Mrs, 
Merz’s suit, and a _ cross-petition 
which had the general effect of 
joining Merz in the widow's suit 
to have the trust set aside.

WINS BY 631,000 
VOTES IN CHICAGO 


Carries Every Ward, 798,- 
150 Ballots Cast for Him, 
a Record for City—Wet- 
ten’s Total 166,000. 


CHICAGO, April 3—Edward J. 
Kelly, Democrat, was _ re-elected 


Mayor of Chicago yesterday, receiv- 
ing 798,150 votes, the largest total 
ever given a mayoralty candidate 
in Chicago. His plurality over his 
nearest opponent was 631,579. 

Carrying every ward, the 58-year- 
old Mayor, received 75 per cent of 
the total vote. His opponents were 
Emel C. Wetten (Rep.), and New- 
ton Jenkins (Ind.) 

Mayor Kelly’s majority over both 
his opponents was 543,853. Wetten 
received 166,571 votes and Jenkins 
87,725. Kelly’s vote carried with 
him into office the other Demo- 
cratic candidates—City Clerk Peter 
J. Brady and Gustave A. Brand as 
city treasurer. Brand defeated 
James A. Kearns, the last Repub- 
lican holding a major office in Cook 
County. 

Only once before was the vote 
received by Kelly ever exceeded in 


an American city, and that was by. 


Mayor LaGuardia of New York 
when he rolled up a total of 868,522 
out of more than 2,000,000 votes. 
The total registration in Chicago 
was 1,503,303. | 

“The figures,” said Mayor Kelly 
who was elected by the City Coun- 
cil in 1933 to succeed the late An- 
ton J. Cermak, who was assassinat-

SWISS PRESS BACKS 
PROTEST 10 GERMANY 


Unanimous in Support of De- 
mand for Return of Missing 
Journalist. 


BERNE, Switzerland, April 3.— 
Switzerland’s demand from Ger- 
many for exemplary satisfaction 
for the alleged kidnaping of Berth- 
old Jacob, anti-Nazi journalist, has 
the unanimous support of the press. 

The incident, viewed as a viola- 
tion of Switzerland's sovereignty, 
is regarded as having particularly 
grave implications in light of the 
statement in the Swiss note that “a 
similar incident was not settled as 
the German Government gave ‘1S 
to understand it would be.” 

Berlin press advices indicate that 
Germany will refuse to return 
Jacob and is in no hurry to settle 
the incident. These reports say 
Germany is likely to counter by re- 
proaching Switzerland for harbor- 
ing German political refugees. 

The Swiss protest to Berlin said 
Hans Weserman, a German news- 
paper correspondent, had admitted 
having a hand in the kidnaping. 
Weserman was alleged to have dis- 
closed that Jacob was lured into 
a trap by secret documents dealing 
with the Reichswehr given him by

Louis Nolte, Comptroller for the 
last 18 years, is the only Republican 
elective officeholder left at City 
Hall as a result of the Democratic 
victory in yesterday’s aldermanic 
eléction. 

The election, in which the Dem- 
ocrats won the presidency of the 
Board of Aldermen and 14 seats 
from the even-numbered wards, giv- 
ing them the entire membership of 
the board for the first time in its 
history, completed the turning of 
the political tables begun in 1932, 
after the Republicans had enjoyed 
control of the municipal govern- 
ment for a quarter of a century. 

“Being the only Republican in 
the city administration really 
doesn’t concern me because I have 
never played politics,” Nolte saic 
today. “I have conducted the of- 
|fice on a businesslike basis, with- 
out permitting politics to enter the 


from the other departments and | 
there has been no friction with the 
Democrats in the last two years.” 

Under the Charter, the Comp- 
troller is the head of the Finance 
Department. Nolte will continue as 
a member of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, the important 
fiscal body, the other members of 
which are the Mayor and the presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. 

When William L. Mason (Dem.) 
takes office as president of the 
Board of Aldermen, April 16, the 
| Democrats will have a 2-to-1 major- 
| ity in the Board of Estimate. Thus | 
| Nolte’s powers virtually will be. 
| purely persuasive. He has disre- 
| garded party lines and always has | 
| been actuated by his devotion to | 
| the general welfare and public in- | 
terest. 

In many matters Nolte has been 
'successful in getting Mayor Dick- 
'mann (Dem.) and Walter J. G. 
Neun (Rep.), the retiring president 
of the Aldermen, to agree with 
‘him. However, he failed to keep 
them from voting last year for sub- |

| A seat and a voice in the Board | 
|of Aldermen, but no vote, is given | 
'the Comptroller, the same as the, 
Mayor. He is the general account- | 
ant and auditor of the city. 
| The most important powers of) 
the Comptroller in exercising a/| 
check on the Government are in| 
the following clauses of the Char- | 
ter: “He shall require proper fiscal | 
accounts, records, settlements and | 
reports to be kept, made and ren-| 
dered to him by the several depart- 
ments and offices of the city . 
and shall control and continually 
audit the same, and prescribe 
forms, rules and regulations there- 
for and require their observance. 
He shall regu‘ate the making of all 
requisitions for supplies. . . . He 
shall audit all payrolls, accounts 
and claims against the city, and 
certify thereon the balance as stat- 
ed by him and draw his warrant on 
the Treasurer therefor. . .. He 
shall see that no contract liability 
is incurred except for the preserva- 
tion of the city’s credit, or in case 
of emergency, without previous au- 
thority of law or ordinance. He 
shall, at least monthly, adjust the 
settlements of all officers engaged 
in the collection of the revenue.” 


Control Over Supply Bills. 


Together with two appointees of 
the Mayor (the Supply Commission- 
er and president of the Board of. 
Public Service), the Comptrolle;z | 
serves on the Board of Standardi- 
zation, standardizing supplies and 
materials and prescribing specifica- 


tions. Supplies may not be ordered 
unless the Comptroller certifies 
funds are available for payment. 

Nolte, whose salary is $8000 a 
year, was elected to his fifth suc- 
cessive four-year term in 1933, when 
Mayor Dickmann and a Democratic 
aldermanic ticket were elected. In 
that election Dickmann won over 
Neun, the Republican nominee for 
Mayor, 156,000 to 140,000, but Nolte 
defeated William Stone Madden, his 
Democratic opponent, 167,000 to 
129,000. Throughout his career as 
Comptroller, Nolte has been known 
for his insistence on economy and 
his ability to say “no” to requests 
for more money.

That's

tomed to them. Lefthand batters 
hit righthand pitching and are 
weak against lefthanders, for the 
very same reason—they don't face 
enough lefthand pitching.” 


A Mental Hazard? 
UT you yourself shift your 
batting order to conform to 
right and lefthand pitching, 
don't you?’ 

“That's true. But I _ believe 
that if lefthand hitters could face 
enough lefthand pitching, they 
would be able to hit it better, and 
then I would not havetochange.” 

“Perhaps you think the theory 
that lefthand batters can't hit 
lefthand pitching has been set 
forth so often that players real- 
ly believe it and therefore face a 
lefthand pitcher under a mental 
hazard?” 

“There's something to that, too. 
If you hear something stated 
often enough you begin to believe 
it. But right and lefthanders all 
looked alike to me. I never could 
see any difference. All pitches 
are ba unless they're over the 
plate; and left or righthand, the 
pitcher has got to put that ball 
over. When he does, you hit it— 
that’s all.” ’ 

That's all—all but the secret of 
how to do it, a la Hornsby.

About Pinch-Hitters. 
ANY pincl hitters are sent 
in to bat on the theory that 

the pitcher, being lefthanded, a 
righthand hitter must be used— 
or the reverse. | 

It would be interesting to know 
what the pinch hitting batting av- 
erages of either or both leagues is, 
year by year. That should be 
valuable information to those 
leaders who pull out a regular 
from the lineup every time the 
opposing pitcher is changed from 
right to lefthander. 

Unfortunately no such figures 
are available.. But it is highly 
probable that the pinch hitting 
average, if compiled, would not 
be over .260. Hornsby, -himself 
hitting largely in a pinch role last 
year, batted .304. And there are 
not many pinch hitters in Horns- 
by’s class.

Flexible Mutual-Aid Plan Proposed 
Under League Covenant, 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, April 3.—Sources close to 
the Government disclosed today that 
the latest project to keep peace in 
Europe was a flexible security plan 
within the framework of the League 
of Nations. 

Pierre Laval, Foreign Minister, 
who is soon to visit Moscow and 
Warsaw, is taking a leading part in 
the negotiations locking toward 
formulation of the plan, it was said. 

The proposal is described as be- 
ing based on the idea of mutual aid, 
such as was contemplated in the 
Eastern Locarno Pact. It is de- 
signed, however, to avert the forma- 
tion of two hostile blocs of Powers. 

Russia, it was learned, would have 
preferred the Eastern Locarno Pact 
in its original form. Without the 
participation of Germany and Po- 
land, however, the agreement would 
have been limited to France, Russia 
and Czecho-Slovakia, thus becoming 
a regional acccrd which France de- 
sires to avoid. 

The scheme now under considera- 
tion is based on strengthening and 
extending the effect of articles 10, 
15 and 16 of the League covenant. 
(These articles deal with the pres- 
ervation of the territorial intergrity 
of the League members, arbitra- 


ats 


tion of disputes among members 
and the economic and military sanc- 
tions to be invoked in the event of 
any member resorting to war in dis- 
regard of the covenant.) 

The new pact was expected in in- 
formed circles to meet the objec- 
tions raised especially by Poland 
and Germany to the Eastern Locar- 
no proposal. It would provide an 
avenue for Germany’s participation 
through return to the League, and 
also for conclusion of the proposed 
defensive air alliance under Gen- 
eva auspices. 

Premier Pierre-Etienne Fiandin, 
after addressing the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday on measures un- 
dertaken to strengthen France’s de- 
fenses, got a vote of confidence, 
410 to 134. Parliament then ad- 
journed uitil May 28. 


Italy to Send Delegation of 20 to 
Stresa Conference.

ROME, April 3.—An indication of 
the importance Italy attaches to 
the forthcoming conference at 
Stresa was given today by the an- 
nouncement that Italy would send 
a delegation of 20, headed by Pre- 
mier Mussolini, to participate in 
the conversations.

PASM RAY RECORDING 
ONILES UP REPORTED 


Soviet Scientists Said to Have 
Listened to Bombardment With 
Radio Apparatus. 


By the Associated Press. 
LENINGRAD, April 3.—Soviet 
scientists listened yesterday to 
what they said was the bombard- 
ment of cosmic rays recorded on 
instruments 14 kilometers (about 
nine miles) above the ground. 

Five balloons, each capable of 
lifting five kilograms (about I11 
pounds), which were tied one 
above another, hoisted apparatus 
perfected by Serge Bernoff of the 
Soviet Radio Institute, for record- 
ing the cosmic rays and transmit- 
ting the sound of their bombard- 
ment by radio. 

Scientists, gathered at the Insti- 
tute of Slutzk near here to listen 
in, said the impulses increased in 
frequency when the balloons near 
an altitude of 14 kilometers, ceas- 
ing after that. The place where 
the balloons came down was not 
ascertained. 

The same type of apparatus will 
be used this summer for investiga- 
tions in the stratosphere. 


New York scientists took the fact 
that the cosmic rays in the Soviet 
experiment ceased at 14 kilometers 
to mean that the radio signal de- 
vice went wrong at that altitude, 
If the rays themselves ceased at 
that height, they pointed out, it 
would be contrary to everything 
thus far discovered about the rays, 
which increase with altitude. Other 
balloons, which have gone higher, 
have not recorded a decrease with 
altitude, 

If the rays actually ceased at any 
altitude, about 14 kilometers, it 
would necessitate revision of the 
entire conception of these rays, 
which according to all previous 
tests originate in distant parts of 
space and not in the earth’s at- 
mosphere.

Eduard C. Lindeman, Editor and Lecturer, Reviews The Situation 


By Marguerite Martyn 
66°F HERE will be no war in Eu- 
T rere this year. Germany is 
not quite ready, and has no 
trustworthy allies. But by 1936 
there will be war, with Germany 
the aggressor. 

“If we, in America, do not! do 
something about it beforehand, we 
will be involved. There should be 
an official statement of our policy 
in the event of a war of aggression. 
One step should be to make it 
illegal to sell goods, any goods, not 
only munitions, to belligerent coun- 
tries and deny protection to travel- 
ers in belligerent countries or to 
any violators of our policy. 

“Congressional investigations of 
munition making have been very 
revealing as to the magnitude of 
this industry, but have turned up 
no evidence that munition makers 
actually stir up _ conflict. The 
du Pont testimony came clear on 
that point. Indeed, the elder du 
Pont produced the impression that 
he was against war. 

“The huge work relief experiment 
has come too late. It would have 
been of incalculable value in 1930. 
Now we are not organized for it. 
The significant factor in disbursing 
the $5,000,000,000 is that it is to be 
spent by politicians. Disinterested, 
decent-minded citizens should get 
into it and do what they can to 
safeguard the just and economical 
disbursement of these billions. 
“Work relief may drag the whole 
wage level down. Why should gov- 
ernment, entering into 
pay less than prevailing wage 
scales? I cannot understand Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s insistent stand on 
that point. In gaining it, he lost 
ground in popularity, while McCar- 
ron of Nevada, with his losing fight, 
has become an interesting quantity 
in the Senate. 

“If Roosevelt does not take a 
stronger position, the situation may 
soon be ripe for a third party. With- 
out mentioning any names, for I do 
not want to advertise these causes, 
a demagogue with a constituency, 
a smart, sagacious politician, be 
comes an important element and 
may become a power, a factor to be 
reckoned with in 1936. 

“President Roosevelt's hands 
should be upheld. His impulses are 
in the right direction. He likes to 
start things. He is not always so 
good at finishing them. Personally 
I would like to see him go farther 
to the Left. As far as he goes. he 
needs whole hearted support. His 
fight with the utilities looms as the 
biggest thing ahead.” 

“NRA has failed of its purpose. 
This is proved by the fact that at 
first the manufacturers fought it 
and now they want it. Which shows 
that capital is still stronger than 
Government. Big interests have 
been smart enough to turn it to 
their advantage, to effect big com- 
bines and fix wages low enough to 
suit them. It has done little but 
harm to small business. AAA like- 
wise has worked to the advantage 
of those who own the land whereas 
a large percentage of agricultural 
workers have no stake. | Both in- 
dustry and agriculture need to have 
a part in national planned economy, 
but little is being accomplished un- 
der the present set-up.

Women stand up better. Women 
in general are finding more oppor- 
tunities to work while men are 
finding fewer opportunities. I am 
not against women working as a 
matter of their  self-development. 
But looking at it practically, it 
ought never to be necessary for wo- 
men and children to work for 
wages. All the work in the world 
could be done by men under our 
mechanized system. Normal family 
life depends upon the average wo- 
man bearing one or two or even five 
children. Women ought to be free 
for that duty during their child 
bearing years. Work contributed 
by women should be professional as 
far as possible. Educated women 
should compete only with their 
own class, not take the -jobs of 
women who have not their advan- 
tages. 


“IT cannot see that family life is 
disintegrating under the depression 
more than that it is taking on new 
vigor. People are more interested 
in staying at home. They have to 
because they cannot afford so much 
outside diversion and people are 
finding more interests at home. 

“There is a definite connection 
between wars, economic competi- 
tion and the birth rate. Japan, with 
63,000,000 people existing on a ter- 


ritory not quite as large as Califor- 


nia, in order to have room _ to 
breathe, must reach out and grab 
more territory; Manchuria, to  be- 
gin with. Italy has the same _ de- 
signs on Africa. Germany wants to 
do the same in Europe. The ques- 
tion is, do they need to have more 
territory? The answer is, not if 
they practice birth control. Of 
course, it should be planned birth 
control. America is practicing 
birth control in much the same way 
as England and France. The dif- 
ficulty is that it is not well planned. 
Twenty per cent of professional 
people have no children at all, 
while people in the lower scales 
continue to produce huge families. 
One step toward solution is steri- 
lization of the manifestly unfit. An- 
other is abolition of restrictive laws 
and making scientific birth control 
information available to the poor 
as well as the rich. This bill which 
has come up in Congress at vari- 
ous times over a period of 62 years 
and came within one vote of pass- 
ing at its last hearing, is opposed 
chiefly by one element of the pop- 
ulation, the Catholic church. Mean- 
while, the business in contracep- 
tives goes on unrestricted and un-

T ret. Eduard C. Lindeman who 

has come to St. Louis to deliver 
18 lectures to audiences arranged 
by several groups, the League of 
Women Voters, the Community 
School, John Burroughs School, 
parent and teacher groups and so- 
cial workers.

His permanent connection is with 
the New York School of Social 
Work as professor of social philoso- 
phy, but he lectures at other edu- 
cational institutions and is associ- 
ate editor of the New Republic, the 
Journal of Social Forces and the 
Journal of Adult Education, be- 
sides being the author of several 
books on sociological subjects. Also 
he is a frequent contributor to The 
Survey, The Nation and other jour- 
nals of opinion.

I had a lonely childhood, like most 
of us did, in. our generation. I 
know now that they felt they had 
to be that way—didn’t dare act like 
human beings before their chil- 
dren. But, of course, I didn’t un- 
derstand that then. And I vowed 
that if ever I had children I'd be 
different. 

“I made up my mind I wouldn't 
have any barriers between myself 
and my youngsters. I wouldn’t ex- 
pect respect just because I was a 
parent—or gratitude for doing what 
was my plain duty by them. I 
wouldn't pretend to know every- 
thing, either. I was going to be 
‘one of them.’ 


“I guess that all of us who had | 


children 18 or 20 years ago made 
like that. It was sort of a 
against those 
parents. And anyone 
seeing me with my children today 
would say it has worked out fine. 
But sometimes I. wonder— 

“DO YOU THINK WE HAVE 
DONE A FAVOR TO EITHER 


OUR CHILDREN OR OUR- 
SELVES BY STEPPING DOWN 


TO THEIR LEVEL?” 

“Take my children, for example. 
They're as good children as you'd 
find. They've never been in any 
serious trouble. Their school rec- 
ords are fine and I guess their 
ideals are up to standard. 

“But. honestly, I often wonder if 
they wouldn't be better prepared 
for life—wouldn’t be better citizens 
some day—if I had kept a little 
distance between us, had remained 
a mother instead of ‘A Pal!” 

“As things are, they haven't, the 
slightest conception of what being 
a parent means—what it has cost 
'to carry to them along. They like a 
| few—a very few—older people, 
they're frankly contemptuous 
most of them. 

I suppose youth is always intol- 
erant. I know I was. But my par- 
ents forced me to realize the value 
of a dollar, and to respect the 
struggles and sacrifices that were 
required to earn it. And you're sup: 
posed to be an “old- fashioned nag” 
if you even mention such things to 
children today. 

“You and I know that there are 
three feelings every decent person 
should have — GRATITUDE, RE- 
SPECT and PITY. The grown per- 
son who doesn’t have those qual- 
ities is a sort of monster. But those 
feelings don’t ‘just happen’—they 
must be taught. Taught young. And 
that’s a parent’s job. 

“But how many modern par- 
ents teach their children’ respect, 
gratitude or pity? And how many 
modern children have those quali- 
ties? 

“Mine haven‘t—I’m ashamed to 
admit. They’re charming, friendly, 
not any more selfish than other 
But they haven't a 
serious idea in their heads. Some- 
times I have a horrible idea that 
they’re simply delightful little sav- 
ages. 

“And I’ve done this by ‘being a 
pal to my little ones’! I’ve let them 
grow up thinking of life as a care- 
free performance, and believing 
that everyone should be a _ play- 
mate, simply because I have had 
the time, energy, Money and in- 
clination to be one. 

“Have I—I wonder—been a good 
parent? Or are parents like me 
the worst thing that could happen 
to a youngster?” 

I pass. YOU answer her. What’s 
YOUR prophecy about those young- 
sters of hers—about this whole 
generation of youngsters who have 
been raised with that viewpoint?

HEN the ragged factory children of 

London were gathered in off the 

streets. by Robert Raikes in the 
year 1780 to be taught the three R’s in 
all day school which met on Sunday, they 
started a movement of apparent signifi- 
cance to the church. That movement has 
grown steadily. The last religious census 
records 21,038,526 scholars under 2,167,- 
848 teachers and officers in the Sunday 
schools of the United States. If numbers 
were the only criterion, the Sunday 
school would seem to be among the sig- 
nificant educational ventures of our time. 

But as soon as we begin to consider 
the average Sunday school as an educa- 
tional project, we are met with some in- 
teresting facts: The average Sunday 
school is taught by an untrained staff; 
its equipment is woefully meager; the 
curriculum is neither scientifically sound, 
comprehensive, nor sufficiently centered 
about the child’s experience; the text 
books are biased in attitude and limited 
in scope; the pupils’ attendance is hap- 
hazzard, and the time spent by the aver- 
age child in the average Protestant Sun- 
day school is something less than .0 
minutes of instruction per week and less 
than 30 hours per year. 

Aside from curriculum content the 
Sunday school is expected to impart that 
character development which Mr. Raikes 
originally called “moral restraint” and 
which the modern sociologist phrases as 
the growth of socially desirable person- 
ality traits. Unfortunately there are no 
statistics to tell us what proportion of 
scholars have actually been caught into 
a character-developing process in the 
Sunday school. We have, each of us, 
personal experiences which testifies to 
the salutary effect of Sunday school upon 
certain individuals of our immediate ac- 
quaintance. This experience we tend to 
hold in emotional prominence against a 
background of exceedingly meager data. 


Such evaluations of the character form- 
ing agencies as we have had would tend 
to bear out the findings of Professors 
Hartshorne and May who applied most 
ingenous character-tests to groups of 
children of various cultural backgrounds, 
Quoting from their report: “In the light 
of this study it seems increasingly evi- 
dent that if we wish to raise the stand- 
ards of moral knowledge of children, the 
most logical place to center our efforts 
should be in the home.” They then pro- 
ceed to show that the child is influenced 
by. his own group code—his family and 
his playmates—far more than by any in- 
dividuals. “We have no evidence to show 
that Sunday school teachers are 
contributing to the. moral knowledge of 
children either directly or indirectly.” 

. Indeed, they give the ratio .545 be- 
tween the ethical standards of parents 
and their children and of dnly .002 be- 
tween children and their Sunday school 
teachers. 

It appears, therefore, that the average 
parent, in putting his confidence in the 
Sunday school teacher to furnish the 
ethical and. religious training of his 
child, is shifting a responsibility which 
simply cannot be shifted. Also, that in 
expected adequate instruction in the his- 
tory, beliefs, and implications of his re- 
ligion he is expecting the impossible of 
so poorly equipped an institution as the 
Sunday school. 

What then? What if the present Sun- 
day school were frankly recognized as a 
liability when measured against the 
standards it has set for itself? What 
about the average Christian parent who 
desires, more or less vaguely, that his 
child have the help of religion in orients 
ing himself to the precarious modern 
universe? Where would he turn for that 
help if not to the Sunday school (where 
he himself learned a large number of the 
inferences, not to mention the facts, he 
is now striving to learn)?

Their attempt is to keep the child within 
his own smal] natural group of playmates 
and friends where his patterns are ac- 
tually set. A father or mother from 
among the group becomes the leader. 
There is a course of study; there are 
projects; but primarily there is a time 
and place for looking directly at the ex- 
periences of the week and measuring 
them against an accepted norm. In un- 
derprivileged areas, where a substitute 
for a parent must be the leader, he must 
be some one who can give an abundance 
of time to his undertaking, for his 
achievement is in proportion to his 
actually “belonging” to the group. This 
is a slow method, perhaps only a partial 
method, and one which will not bulk 
into huge attendance rolls. But there 
is, as yet, no quick method of growing 
character; no hothouse forcing seems 
to work. 

But in the large when we look at re- 
ligious education as the task of a united 
Protestantism, there is also the possibil- 
ity of taking it as a real educational en- 
terprise. Here and there across the 
country, communities have conducted 
such programs. They have combined 
churches, pooling their resources and 
their interests, using a trained staff, and 
insisting that religious education be ad- 
ministered as efficiently as any other 
branch of education. Other communities 
have proceeded under some such __pro- 
gram as the “Gary plan”; an affiliation 
of religious education with the general 
education of the public school system. 
Plans, logically enough, evolve upon de- 


mand. 
T day school which meets its task in 

an adequate manner points the way 
toward what might become a substitute 
for the average unsuccessful denomina- 
tional school—namely, a community 
school; for a whole community can ap- 
proximate in money resources and poten- 
tial leadership the underwriting neces- 
sary to the task. No one person can 
know all of the schools in the country, 
but the most efficient one in the writer’s 
experience is conducted under the direc- 
tion of Rabbi Louis Mann at Sinai Tem- 
ple, Chicago. In that school the worship 
service is led by the pastor, who also 
preaches a five-minute sermon within 
the realm of the child’s interest; there 
is a paid teaching staff chosen largely 
from the teaching profession; these 
teachers are further implemented by be- 
ing given personal libraries of the best 
books in their special field, and what- 
ever other equipment they may desire; 
they have a 50-minute period for teach- 
ing and each teacher has an assistant 
who also comes every Sunday; the teach- 
er builds his own course of study and 
adapts it to his children; he knows his 
children, for each year he fills out for 
each child a written report, under &8 
headings, which cover exhaustively the 
child’s personality traits and _ attain- 
ments; he also has similar reports filled 
out by the child’s grade teacher and his 
parents; the interest of the parents of 
this school is not only expected but de- 
manded; the children of the school re- 
ceive a personal acquaintance with the 
social service interests which they help 
to support; Peace Sunday requires more 
individual preparation on. the part of 
the pupil than any other of the year’s 
activities; the teachers’ council meets 
each month; every teacher comes; the 
pastor is always present. 

The achievements of such a _ school 
only emphasize the shortcomings of the 
average school. But they also suggest 
the possibilities for community schools 
sponsored by Protestantism united in 
that field of its service which we know 
as religious education.

unfavorable ways. 

The only ones that can be recom- 
mended ,for regular use are those 
which are no. absorbed and are non- 
irritating and act by — furnishing 
bulk. Of these, I believe from long 
experience, that mineral oil or 
liquid petrolatum is the most sat- 
isfactory. Bran is another and has 
its advocates and its critics. Agar- 
agar, pyslilium seeds, mucilose, ka- 
raya, and similar products act on 
the same principle.

thartics that do not go under the 
name or appearance of drugs, but 
are familiar parts of the diet of 
everyday life. We do not think of 


them as cathartics, but so they are. 

One is water. It may be said more 
or less axiomatically that preven- 
tion of constipation depends on tha 
amount of fluid entering the 
intestine from the small intestine. 
Many cathartics act largely oY 
drawing water from the blood into 
the intestine—the salts, for instance.

Mineral oil, by a different mechan- 
ism, increases the water in the con- 
tents of the large intestine. 

Hosoi found that a moist diet 
passed through the digestive tract 
far more rapidly than a dry one, 
and that large amounts of water 
washed more material into the ter- 
minal part of the small intestine. 

Water with meals, .en, in spite

The Principles of 


Right and Wrong 


By Mrs. Brooke P. Church 


T must often seem to parents 
looking back at their own child- 
hood, that it used to be easier 
than now to bring up children the 
way they should go. Wrong was 
wrong and right was right, and 
there were no two ways about it. 
And there were always 
Commandments to fall back on at 
a pinch. 


Today there seems to be no dis- | 


tinction between right and wrong, 
and instead of two ways there are 
a dozen for the children to wander 
down, and all or most of them ap- 
parently leading to destruction. 
One very good measuring stick 
remains. “Do as you would be done 
by.”
